state law with the federal law, which 
made it to bring an indict- 
ment, was constitutional.

UPSETS BALLS 


Meningitis Outbreak Causes 
Cessation of Public Meetings, 


Attempt Made to Make People 
Immune Against Disease by 
Use of Serum—Failure of 
Quarantine Measures Cre- 
ates Considerable Comment. 


WHOLE WORLD QUARANTINED 
BY THE CITY OF GROESBECK 


Groesbeck, Texas, Janyary 11.—A 
quarantine “against the world” has 
been established here. All persons 
are warned against buying tickets 
to Groesbeck, and the statement is 
made that they will not be permit- 
ted to leave the train if they choose 
Groesbeck as their destination. 

District court has been adjourn- 
ed, and lime has been- scattered 
through the _ streets. There has 
been no meningitis here. 


Dallas, Texas, January 11.—Numerous 
prayer meetings here were called off 
last night on account of the meningitis 
outbreak. Some saloon keepers com- 
plain that business has fallen off on 
account of the disease.° Society func- 
tions are rapidly assuming a Lenten 
rareness, while club meetings of all 
sorts are being postponed in obedience 
to the advice of physicians to avoid 
public gatherings. 

The convention of the Texas Ice 
Cream Manufacturers’. Association, 
which was expected to bring 500 dele- 
gates here January 17, has been post- 
poned. The non-medical residents of 
Dallas in these and many other ways 
are working toward an abatement of 
the meningitis trouble. 

In ‘view of these precautions, the 
city quarantine measures are causing 
considerable comment for not more 
completely isolating the cases. It is 
not compulsory that patients go to hos- 
pitals. A blue sign is attached to resi- 
dences containing meningitis cases, 
fumigation is ordered and the oecu- 
pants of the house are not supposed to 
go about in a manner to carry possible 
infection. To keep them from doing 
this is proving difficult under the pres- 
ent quarantine system. 

Serum Being Used. : 

One experiment of far-reaching in- 
terest to medical science has been 
started in the Dallas meningitis out- 
break. There is an attempt to make 
people immune against the disease by 
the use of meningitis serum in_hypo- 
dermic injectiong. Under direction of 
Dr, Abraham Sophian, the Néw York 
physician, called here to combat men- 
ingitis, two or three such vaccinations 
have been made, and probably will be 
tried. Considerable fever is one of thé

and to nominate 
Murdock, of Kansas, an insurgent. 

‘ Opposed .by both democratic and re- 
publican leaders, the insurgent attempt 
was beaten by a vote of 167 to 107.- Of 
the 107 votes cast in favor of Mr. Mur- 
dock, 26 were republican and 81 ‘dem: 
ocratis, while 107 »- republican votes 
were -cast -against asic proposed sub- 
stitution. 

Underwood Opposed Insurgents. 

Thé nomination of Murdock*’by Nor- 
ris came after the nomination of 
Campbell by Democratic, Leader Under- 
wood; who informed the house that Mr:

KNOX REFUSES TO COMMENT | 
ON CARNEGIE’S TESTIMONY 
Washington, January 11.—Secre- 
tary of State Knox tonight declined 
to comment on Andrew Carnegies 
testimony. The inference that Mr. 
Knox was appointed attorney gen- 
eral by President McKinley in 1901 
on Mr. Carnegie’s recommendation 
was, however, characterized as 
“absurd” by an intimate friend of 
the secretary of state, who spoke in 
his behalf. Mr. McKinley’s desire 
to have Mr.. Knox in. the’ cabinet 
was said to have been based on a 
personal friendship of swenty- five 
years. 


Washington, January 11,—Andrew 
Carnegie, pressed hard today by mem- 
bers of the house steel investigation 
comihittee, admitted he recommended 
the appointment of Philander C, Knox, 
the present secretary of state, as at- 
torney general in President McKinley's 
cabinet, in.

LANE ADDRESSES 
FREIGHT BUREAU 


Tells of Work of Interstate 
Commerce Commission, 


“There .Is' No Nation So De- 
pendent Upon Roads as the 
United States,” He Says. 
Great Work Done by Bu- 
reau During the Year. 


That there is no other nation on 
earth so dependent upon her railroads 
as;the United States, and consequent- 
yn other nation to which the: proper 

ulation of the differencese between 
the roads and the shipper means so 
much, was the summing up of a mas- 
terful address made by Franklin K. 
Lane, of the interstate commerce 
commission, to the Atlanta Freight 
Bureau. 

The occasion of the address was the 
regular annual dinner and meetingfi of 
the bureau, which was held. at the 
Piedfnont hotel at 8 o'clock. 

Meeting a Noteworthy One. 

More largely’ attended and more 
noteworthy than any the bureau has 
yet held, was this meeting, made so 
not only by the able addres of Mr. 
Lane, but by the magnificent showing 
made by the bureau itself as to what 
it has done during the past year, and 
what it has already on foot for 1912. 

The wor kof the bureau during 1911 
was most ably summed up in the ad- 
dress of Chairman Bolling H. Jones, 
while W. A .Wimbish, attorney for the 
bureau, also made a most interesting 
address upon matters which are of 
particular interest to shippers in At- 
lanta at. this particular time. 

Besides Mr. Lane there were a num- 
be rof the state’s most prominent men, 
especially the jurists, present. Among 
those at the speaker's table were Gov- 
ernor John M. Slaton, Judge W._ T.

Dependent Upon Railroad. 


“There is no other nationin the world 
so dependent upon her railroads as is 
the United States,” said Mr. Laney “N 
other. nation so inter-dependent one 
section upon another as is ours, no 
other nation whose communication one 
section with another means quite so 
much. Consequently, to no other na- 
tion on the globe does the proper ad- 
justment of differences between the 
at grlae and the railroads as a 
class have so important a bearing om 
the nation’s welfare as a whole. 

“There are two views taken of rail- 
roads, and members of the interstate 
commerce commission must look ait 
both sides. One is that of the ralilroai 
stockholder, who desires to get all the 
returns possible on his investment. The 


other is that of the shipper, who would 
get the maximum of service for a 
stated expenditure. Between the two 
there must be some one to decide if 
justice is to be done. 

What the Outcome Will Be. 


“For upwards of seventy-five years 
the railroads of this count{/'y ran along 
with practically no regulation at the 
hands of the government. It was only 
in 1906 that the interstate commerce 
commission was given the power to 
fix rates, and, consequently, we have 
ha donly five years in which to try out 
railroad regulation. As yet, we cCan- 
not tell what the outcome will be. It 
may be that we will be forced into 
government ownership as have been 
some of the European countries. How- 
ever, we are the first to attempt regu- 
lation by an administrative board, and 
many European experts believe that 
countries now having government own- 
ership would not own their own roads 
today had our system been in exist- 
ence years ago. -~ 

“Much of the commission’s success 
will depend upon the attitude of the 
roads themselves, art! much, upon the 
attitude of the courts. And in this 
latter connection let me say that while 
the public has seen fit to criticise the 
supreme court of the United States in 
many cases involving railroads, the 
commission feels that from no other 
source has it received support to be 
in any manner compared with that 
given it by this, the highest tribunal 
in the land. 

“It was only two days ago that Geor- 
gia’s own representative on the su- 
preme bench made a@ most significant 
decision when he ruled that the mem- 
bers of the commission; are really 
jurors, and that facts must: be laid be- 
fore them for final decision. What 
more substantial support than this 
could the commission expect to re- 
ceive. 

Position of Adjuster. 


“Oceupying as they do the position 
of adjuster between the roads and the 
public, members of the commission feel 
the responsibility of their position and 
point with what I consider pardonable 
pride to the fact that while the com- 
mission has been severely criticised 
time and again, never once has any- 
one had the temerity to intimate that 
the decisions of this. body have not 
been based upon what its members be- 
lieved to be right and just. 

“Neither the shipper nor the rail- 
roads appreciate what the commission 
is doing, and has done for them. The 
railroads have been benefitted in that 
they now get the full freight charges 
instead of only a percentage of them 
as in the past, that they are now col- 
lecting fares where they once carried 
thousands upon passes, and, that, in 
times of panic they are literally forced 
into taking their full tariffs,‘and thus 
out of receiverships. 

“We have a national railroad sys- 
tem and a national aqommercial sSys- 
tem, and the man who does injustice 
to the railroads intentionally is the 
country’s worst enemy. For with this 
baduasine done, should the courts fail 
o

Tribute to Clements. 


In opening, Mr. Lane paid a glowing 
tribute to Judson C. Clements, from 
whom he read a telegram, “Give my 
love to Georgia.” He told of The Geor- 
gian’s magnificent work on the board, 
and cancluded by saying that, In_ the 
opinion of his associates, M.r Clem- 
ents would fill with honor to himself 


and added glery to Géorgia either the [| 


highest place in the supreme court or 
the presidential chair. 

“T have enjoyed my day in Atlanta, 
moving among and meeting your citi- 
zens, more than I can tell,’”” said Mr. 
Lane. “I can recall no day ever spent 
anywhere save in my own golden west 
where I have enjoyed myself quite so 
much. I have heard the wonderful 
story of your wonderful city often 
told, but it was not until I came here 
that I caught something of the spirit 
which raised the city from the ruins 
of the civil war, and is now attracting 
the gaze of not only the nation but 
the world. 

“There is a kinship between the 
south and the west such as exists be- 
tween no other two sections of the 
country. We of the west and you of 
the south have idéas and ideals and 
sympathies in common which makes 
us kin. 

“And this resemblance makes sure 
that the next great movement in this 
country, economically and industrially, 
will be in t scuth. You are great 
today, but thére is yet greater things 
for you, rich today, but destined to be 
richer far in the not far distant fu- 
ture.”” 

Work of the Bureau. 


In his address Chairman Jones told 
most interestingly of what the bureau 
has accomplished during the past year 
for Atlanta shippers and tne city’s 
commercial interests, and talked no 
less interestingly of plans for the 
future. 

He showed how the bureau was in- 
strumental in having local switching 
charges reduced, saving shippers here 
thousands of dollars annually; how 
an increase of rates to the southwest 
was prevented by the bureau, and how 
the organization is. now working, 
with every hope of success, for reme- 
dying many apparent discriminations 
against this city in the matter of 
freight rates. 

“After careful investigation.” he 
said, “it is found that freight rates are 
out of line in many sections of this 
territory, and arrangements have 
been made to file complaint with the 
interstate commerce 
an adjustment. T oopen a market for 
the merchants and manufacturers of 
Atlanta and to dispose of their goods 
is the proposed work of the Atlanta 
freight bureau. 

He al#o explained the complaint be- 
ing drawn for file with the interstate 
commerce commission in regard to 
express rates, Which he charges have 
not been adjusted since fifty years 
azo. |

He gave interesting versions of the 
“Nashville re-billing’® case, tae “west- 
ern rate” case, the “eastern rate’ case, 
the southwestern advance in rates, the 
“shoe rate” case; and of an exhaustive 
investigation into the affairs of the 
express compzenies with «a view of pr2- 
scribing a basis for rates. 


Why Atlanta Grows. 


“The freight rates on articles and 
commodities manufactured in or near 
Atlanta,” he raid, ‘to pod:nts of des- 
tination in consuming territory have 
been more favorable ‘to Atlanta than 
other rates. Because of this fact, At- 
lanta has been enabled to grow and 
expand industrially. .We ask for no 
preference in*rates. All that the bu- 
reau demends is equality of oppor- 
tunity, the removal of preference and 
discriminations so that the ‘race may 
be to the swift, and the battle to tha 
strong.’ If, then, we cannot succeed, 
we shall deserve failure. 

“The irresistible trend of legisla- 
tion and of judicial decision supported

ITINERANT FARM SCHOOLS 


Savannah, Ga., January. 11.—(Spe- 
cial.j)—Through the co-operation of the 
Central of Georgia railway agricul- 
tural department, the State. Agricul- 
tural college has arranged to conduct 
eighteen itinerant agricultural schools, 
in as many cities evenly distributed 
throughout the state.’ 

Announcement of the plan for con- 
ducting the schools was made here 
today by <Agriculturai Agent J. F. 
Jackson, of the Central. To demon- 
strate the practicability of farming 
methods advocated hy the state college 
and to disseminate the latest ideas on 
farming subjects are the objects of 
the school. There will be; six or eight 
trained agriculturalists to conduct the 
school and give lectures on timely sub- 
jects. The Central has placed at the 
disposal of the college associate a bag- 
gage car, and this will be used to carry 
condensed exhibits and apparatus for 
the demonstration of dairying, fruit- 
growing and other agricultural work. 
Each of the schools will last four days.

They 
maintained that under no conditions 
could liquor benefit a man, not even in 
the case of the person who wished to 
apply some of the hair of the dog that 
had fed upon him. 

_ But even now, say Atlanta saloon- 
ists, dread of disease is making their 
places popular and foam is being 
scraped off glasses of the near brew 
even as it is in the good old summer 
time. . 

. Drinking Cup the Cause. 

The drinking. cup law has worked 
this change. Heretofore the saloonist 
dreaded the approach of a cold wave, 
even as his satanic majesty is sup- 
posed to fear being baptized in a 
bucket of holy water. Nipping cold 
meant a decrease of 25 per cent in his 
business. A snow storm meant a loss 
of 50 per cent from his cash drawer, 
sleet and a cold rain meant no cash 
receipts, but a large ceal bill for the 
benefit of moneyless loungers who had 
no other place to avoid the tortures 
of the cold. 

Atlanta has been through a week 
of weather that does anything but re- 
mind the populace of the flowers that 
bloom in the spring tra la and still 
the saloonists smile. 

A prominent beer man was question- 
ed as to this peculiar condition. “This 
is weather for the stuff that burns,

rather than the brew that cools, how 
is it that the nigh beer places are 
thriving. as they do in August?” he- 
was asked.

Our re- 
gard for health has caused men to quit 
drinking water to a large extent and 
they have taken to beer as a sub- 
stitute.

But they did not pass 
a law requiring that every man should 
carry his own glas% Naturally 90 per 
cent of the men neglected to do this. 


Nothing to Drink From,

FAMILY SKELETON 
EXPOSED IN SUIT

Washington, January 11:—(Special.) 
‘Appearing before the senate interstate 
commerce committee today in advocacy 
of an amendment to the Sherman anti- 
trust law exempting labor organiza- 
tions from its provisions, Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, criticised the law 
as being “vague and unfair,” and fa- 
vored its repeal as now construed. 

Considerable attention was devoted 
to the case now pending in the federal 
district court of Florida, in which a 


union of longshoremen:is being prose- 
cuted under the Sherman law for hav- 
ing gone out on a strike and delayed 
for several days the sailing of a ves- 


imperfect! ..) thus interfering with interstate 


commerce. 4 
“Astonishing,” Said Cummins. 

When the facts in the case were 
stated to the committee, Senator Cum- 
mins remarked that it was “most 
astonishing.” Denying that the distric, 
attorney of Florida had hit upop a cor- 
rect application of the law, he said if 
this principle was established it would 
mean that in every case of a_ strike 
affecting an interstate shipmeft, the 
striking workers would be gpbject to 
both the civil and criminal provisions 
of the anti-trust«statute, which pro- 
vides for heavy fines and imprison- 


¢ j,ment. , 


Considerable attention was paid by 
the committee to the Danbury hatters 
case, the Buck Stove case, and td an 
Iowa case in which a federal court in- 
junction was recently resorted to as a 
weapon against labor. 

Insisting that an individual had a 
perfect righ{ ‘to work, or to quit work; 
to give his patronage or to’ withhold 
it, fay any reason that seemed good to 
him, or for no reason at. all,, Mr. 
Gompers argued, “What an individual 
can legally do, an orgahizatien of in- 
dividuals can do,” 

Gompers, Quotes Rooseveit. 

‘Backing up his demand “that the 
Sherman anti-trust law should be so 
amended as tv exempt labor organiza- 
tions from its provisions, Mr, Gom- 
Pers quoted an interview he had with 
tormern President Roosevelt in 1908. 

“President Roosevelt,” according to 
Mr. Gompers, “said’that the law should 
be so constructed that it would affirm- 
atively state that which is unlawful 
and omit reference to labor organiza- 
tions. He. said he would take it up 
with his cabinet during the summer. 
but that was all that came of it, except 
that he frequently made reference on 
his swing around the western states to 
che. fact that the law should be amend- 
ed. 


Mr. Gompers declared that he *had 
been givén assurances that the Sher- 
man law wuld not affect labor organ- 
izations, but never took them seri- 
ously. 

“We do not want such assurances,” 
he @mphasized, “either we exist of 
right, or we should be dissolved. We 
do not want to be hoodwinked or luilea 
into a fancied security that we do not 
possess. The men of labor want to 
know their status.” ‘ 

Just Slavery. Says Gompers, 

Referring to a court decree where 
the laboring men were enjoined from 
“going out,” Mr. Gompers said: 

“It is nothing more than the estab- 
lishment of slavery to attempt to sup- 
press a strike by a court decree and 
force men to work at their own peril. 
No man in this country should be com- 
pelled by a,court to gp to work.” 

Mr. Gompers appealed to the com- 
mittee to amend.the law so as to make 
labor organizations immune from its 
operation. 

Dr. Lyman Abbott also appeared be- 
fore the committee today. He favored 
legislation supplementing the law, and 
advocated a corporation commission 
or bureau. He did not think the gov- 
ernment should dictate prices, but 
when a corporation became large 
enough to fix prices and shut out com-., 
petition it- should come under the con- 
trol of a government commission,

Washington, January 11.—The unset- 
tled conflict of jurisdiction betwd¢en 
the new commerce court and the Jjn- 
terstate commerce ,commission today 
overshadowed other intricate problems 
of governmental rate-making consid- 
ered by the federal supreme court. 

The tense situation existing in 
Washington was shown by the fact 
that ostensibly over a question of class 
rates between Cincinnati and Chatta- 
nooga upon a singl®6 road, the Cincin- 
cinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific, 
there appeared to address the court not 
only attorneys for the railroad and 
the shippers interested,-but the legal 
representatives of the interstate com- 
merce commission and the department 
of justice. The case was the first from 
the commerce: court to reach the su- 
preme court. Ce et 

Jurisdiction of Commerce Court. . 

The court itself was the first to sug- 
gest a question about the jurisdiction 
of the commerce court. Francis B. James, 
representing Cincinnati shippers, was 
detailing to the court an account of 
how the shippers had failed to get a 
reduction of the 76-cent sche@ule of 
rates over the Cincinnati, New Orleans 
and gI'exas’ Pacifictto a 60-cent basis, 
He told. how the commission reduced 
the schedule to 70 cents, and then how 
the shippers appealed to the commerce 
court to annul the commission’s or- 
der. 

Justice Van De Vanter inquired about 
the power of the commerce court to 
review the refusal of the commission 
to grant relief to a shipper. Mr. James 
replied that the act creating the com- 
merce court opened that court to the 
shipper as well as to the railroad. 

Squarely in Issue. 

Assistant Attorney General Denison 
then addressed the court, and the juris-”" 
diction of the commerce court came 
squarely in issue. 

“In a narrow, literal view,” said Mr. 
Denison, “these words ‘any order’ of 
the statute creating the commerce 
court, of the commission, which 
the commerce courts has jurisdic- 
tidn to annul or set aside» might 
be construed’ to apply even to 
negative orders *sufch as those 
denying relief or dismissing complaints, 
but the context and the spirit and pur- 
pose of the act show that such could 
not have been the intention.” e 

Mr. Denison pointed gut that in the 
caSe before the court the commerce 
court had decided it has jurisdiction 
over the orders of the commission de- 
nying relief to shippers, but held that 
the order affecting rates between Cin- 
cinnati and Chattanooga wag not to 
be disturbed. 

“If the commerce court had conclud- 
ed,” said Mr. Denison, “as urged by 
the shippers, that the 70-cent schedule 
was excessive, and -that a 60-cent 
schedule was proper, it could have done 
nothing *to accomplish any result. It 
could only announce its opMion. 
had taken that view and entered an 
order annulling and setting aside the 
order of the commission, the sole di- 
rect effect would have been the oppo- 
site to its desire; because by wiping 
out the order of reduction to 70 cents. 
it would have accomplished nothing wut 
the reinstatement of the former 76-cent 
schedule, which the commission, as well 
as the court and the shippers, would 
have agreed to be excessive. 

Increasing the Error It Criticised 

“It would have been increasing the 
error it was criticising. It seems hard- 
ly reasonable to suppose that congress, 
if it had intended to give the com- 
merce court this jurisdiction, would 
thus have left the court without any 
means of bringing itself to bear on the 
issue.” 

Solicitor P. J. Farrell, of the inter- 
state commerce commission, spoke 
along the same line. In addition, he 
replied to Mr. James’ argument: that 
the Commission allowed the Cincinnatf, 
New Orleans and Texas Pacific to 
earn 44 per cent net profit in order that 
the Louisville and Nashville, with a 
number of unprofitable branches, might 
have a reasonable rate. Mr. Farrell 
declared it was well within the pow- 
ers of the commission in making a 
rate to take into consideration all the 
circumstances, and asserted that it was 
not limited to conditions on a «bee 
line’ railroad between two cities,

Grier Hibben, Ph. D., LUL.D., professor 
of logic and pfhiflosophy.of Princeton 
university, was today elected the 
fourteenth president of the institution 
by the unanimous vote of the board ob 
-He succeeds Woodrow Wil- 


son, who resigned October 20, 1910, to 
accept the democratic nomination for 
gcvernor of New Jersey, Dr. Hibben is 
51 years old. ‘ 

The election of Dr. Hibben to head 
the famous old institution was a most 
popular action, and was commended 
on al! sides. He is a great favorite 
in Princeton, @specially among the un- 
dergraduates. 

Dr. Hibben was elected at the regu- 
lar January meeting of the trustegs, 
vho had been endeavoring for feur- 
teen months to select a successor to 
Dr Wilson. Many names had beea 
considered by the board at various 
times, including that of Dr. Hibben. 

News of the action of the trustees 
spread quickly about the college town 
‘and Dr. Hibben was soon surrounded 
by friends. receiving their congratula- 
tions. While in the midst of these ho 
received a committee of two trus- 
tecs, who informed him. of his eleva-~ 
tion to the presidency It is said that 
elaborate arrengements will be made 
for his inauguration. 

Dr. Hibben laterin the day said tha; 
he accepted the presidency of Prince- 
ton with a feeling of*gratitude as well 
as one of deep responsibility. 

Immediately after his election Dr. 
Hibben was summoned before the 
trustees in Chancellor Grecn’s library, 
where he took the oath of office. 

The new president was graduated 
from Princeton in 1882 and since 189: 
has been a member of the faculty. He 
has fow years been a prominent edu- 
cator and writer of philosophy, and is 
at present president of the American 
Philosophical society, and editor-in- 
chief of the International Series of 
Philosophical . Monographs He has 
taken a prominent part in the affairs 
of Princeton. ' 

Dr. Hibben was born in Peoria, IIil., 
in 1861. 

His standing with graduates and un- 
dergraduates is shown by the follow- 
ing stanza-of the famous facujty song 
which Princeton men have been sing- 
ing for sixteen years: 


| “Here's to Hibben, we call him Jack, 


The whitest man in all the fac. 
The Princeton spirit hé does not lack. 
Here's to Hipben, we call him Jack.”

BACON RESIGNS 
AS AMBASSADOR 


Anierican Representative Quits 
‘ Paris Post—Denies Dif- 
ference With Taft. . 


" 

(Paris, January ‘11.—Robert -Bacon, 
American® ambassador to -France, has 
tendered his resignation te President 
Taft. In confirming his resignation,. 
Mr. Bacon, who yesterday was chosen 
a. fellow of Harvatd gnigersity, . in 
place of Judge Lowell, deceased, de- 
clared that it had no hidden meaning, 
implied no difference between him and 
President Taft,’and did not mask a 
design to’ help Theciore Roosevelt. 
Mr. Bacon said that he could not de- 
cline the honor of becoming a fellow 
of Harvard, which he considered to bo 
the best single influence for good in 
America, and added that his work in 
that connection would be active, and 
that alone, he said, necessitated the 
giving’ up of the ambassadorship, 
which, he surrendered with -consider- 
able regret. 

Mr. Bacon added that his acceptance 
of the fellowship of-Harvard meant 
his residence in America and the de- 
votion of much of his time. Moreover, 
he welcomed the opportunity to iden- 
tify himself actively with the great 
problems of American civic and na- 
tional life. 

Continuing, Mr. Bacon said that hs 
would be happy to re-enter the ranks 
ef American citizens at e and 
work with them for the solution of 
the vast questions confronting . the 
country. . 

“America needs earnest and sincere 
men og the firing and fighting lines, 
who see the needs of the praetical 
idealism of city, state and nationa} 
life.’’ : 

Mr. Bacon said: .“I cannot predict 
the future ‘but I hope to put my 
shoulder to the wheel and complement 
the important ‘work at Harvard by 
service in the interest of the progress 
of the county.” 

Mr. Bacon has always been attracte! 
by the power and infiuefte of journal- 
ism to. do good and perhaps tMe time 
will arrive when he will identify him- 
self with the ownership <r manage 
ment of one of the great daily news- 
papers.

Documentary Evidence Needed 
in Trial of the Packers 
Strangely Missing.

Chicago, January 1).—Books and 
records showing the items and al- 
lowances used in figuring the test 
cost of fresh meats, which were in- 
grang jury in- 
vestigating charges of rebating 
against the packers in 1909, cannot be 
found by employees of the defendants 
for use in the trial of the ten packers 
Charged with conspiracy in restraint 
of trade before Uniteg States District 
Judge Carpenter. 

Three @ccountants employed by the 
packers testified today that they had 
searched for the records in question 
ang had been unable to find them. 
They said they believed the decu- 
ments had been destroyed. 

The witnesses were asked to bring 
the price ledger and other books bear. 
ing on the manufacture and sale of 
fresh meat into court tomorrow, but 
it is expected that the defense will 
make a determined effort to preyent 
them from going into the record of 
the case on the groung that the books 
of a corporation cannot be used as 
evidence against officers in a criminal 
proceeding. 

The three witnesses heard today 
previously had given testimony 
against the packers before federal 
grand juries, but Judge Carpenter de- 
clined to permit the witnesses to read 
the stenographic report of the grand 
jury evidence for the purpose of re- 
freshing their memorys 

The packers’ accountants were un- 
able to remember many of the items 
and allowances useq in figuring the 
test cost of slaughtered cattle. 

The three witnesses heard were 
Henry F. Moyer, chief accountant in 
the dresseq meat department of Ar- 
mour & Co.; Edgar Rotschild, a clerk 
in the same department, and H. A. 
Timmins, chief accountant for Morris 
& Ca. 

The government endeavored to show 
by the testimony of these witnesses 
that the system used by Armour & 
Co. and Morris & Co., in figuring the 
test cost, was substantially the same 
and that the allowances made. for the 
different by-products were inade- 
quate.

MONEY’ LENDERS 


Supreme Court Decision Has 
Effect on Railroad Salary 
Assignments. 


The case of the Central of Georgia 
Railway Company y. King. Bros. & Co. 
et al., which -was decided yesterday, 
involves a point of jurisdiction that 
it is believed will put a check to the 
business of money lending so far as 
the railroads having charters under 
the state of Georgia are conce! 

The main failroads effected ’ ace the 
Central of Georgia, the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic, and the Geor- 
gia railroad, as well ag all of the small 
roads in the state. 

The case .arose through a suit filed 
by King Bros. against the Central 
railroad and R. Rf, Weeks, on account 
of an alleged assignment made by 
Weeks of his salary with the Central 
railroad. The suit was brought in 
Fulton county, where both Weeks and 
King Bros. reside. The railroad de- 
fended on the Sole point that as its 
charter was granted by the state of 
Georgia, and its principal office was 
fixed by the charter in Savannah, 
Chatham county, suits of this kind 
could only be brought in Chatham 
county. 

The case was heard by Judge Bell 
in September, 1910. On Octeber 14. 
1910, he rendered his dec’ sion, holding 
that the suit could be brought in‘ this 
county. The railroad carried the case 
to the supreme court, and in its de- 
cision the supreme court holds that 
Suits of this character can only be 
brought in the home county of the 
railroad, thus reversing the lower 
cours. 

Railroad representatives believe that 
the practical effect of this decision 
will be to break up the business with 
employees of these companies, except 
in the home counties, for the reason 
that the amounts loaned are small, and 
the money lenders, it is pointed out, 
could not afford to Zo to the -home 
county of the railroad for the purposa 
ef enforcing thelr demands. 

The case was argued in the lower 
court and in the supreme court by M. 
F’. Goldstein, local. counsel, and Payne, 
Liittlhs & Jones, division counsel. R. 
B. Blackburn and Malvern Hill repre- 
sented King Bros., and Ogtirn, Dorsey 
& Skelton represented Weeks.
